Fire, apparently started either by

LONDON GIVEN 
WORSTPASTING 
SINCE "BLITZ"

London, Feb. 19 (AP) — German 


heavy and medium bombers, striking 
in double the strength of any recent 
raid, hit London in three waves last 
night and left fires, smashed homes 
and apartments and casualties in 
their wake. 
' The best unofficial estimates were 
that about 150 of the night raiders 
slashed-the capital area.- Although 
not all of them penetrated the um- 
hrella of terrific "ant^alrcraftr fire 
thrown over the city, the-damage 
was the most widespread of any. at- 
tack of the past year and casualties 
were left In half a dozen-districts.

emergency fields. 


Tons of Bombs 


Tons of high explosives and thou- 


sands of firebombs showered down, 
hitting at least three churches, two 
hospitals, a number of school build- 
ings, a hotel, a large suburban store, 
and many apartments and rows of 
homes. 


Guards &aid the barrage of anti- 


aircraft fire was tire heaviest ever 
thrown at enemy raiders. 


Fighter planes rose to chase the 


invaders. At least two were shot 
down by patrols over the raiding 
bases in Belgium and northern 
France, but there was no report im- 
mediately of the number bagged over 
England. 
The last' London raid, 


February' 13, cost the Germans nine 
out of a force that was considerably 
smaller than that used last night. 


German broadcasts said several 


hundred bombers participated in an 
attack lasting 80 minutes and that 
seven failed to return.

Field Marshal Albert Kesselring in his greatest bid to 


crush ,the 'Allied beachhead below Rome has flung four full 
divisions of Nazi troops—40,000 to 60,000 men—into a fierce 
counterattack, but Fifth Army linesSiave held intact with 
heavy casualties to the' Germans. 


An Allied officer declared this "all-out effort" had broken 


through for a small gain near Carroceto, 10 miles above 
Anzio, but -that -Allied armor in a counterthrust stopped the 
onrush, and-began regaining ground, inflicting the heaviest 
losses on the enemy. 


Allied naval guns and planes added to,the toll of German 


dead. - 


On the front'to the east, Allied forces won two heights on 


Mt. Caneo west of Mt. Cassino, and in a 'dash across the 
Rapido river reached the railway station of Cassino, a mile 
from the center of that fortress town. Elsewhere the Germans 
attacked, but failed to gain despite heavy losses, headquarters 
said. 


Reds Capture 40 Towns 


Russian troops began speedy exploitation of recapture 


of Staraya Russa, eastern hinge of the Nazi line in northern 
Russia, menacing the enemy„salient extending eastward on 
the Baltic front. Moscow said more than 40 other towns were 
taken in the same offensive. 


Fall of .Staraya Russa opened the path for a westward 


"drive upon strategic Pskov, the railhead already threatened 
by spearheads pushing down from the north. 


Moscow dispatches also said the Russians were tearing 


into the Germans in the lower Dnieper bend, threatening 
Krivoi Rog, and were poised for a drive on Kherson. 


Marshal Josep Broz (Tito) said his Yugoslav partisans still 


were fighting across the^Italian border near Udine, near the 
Hungarian boundary, in the Travnik area of Bosnia, and in 
Croatia, with 200 Germans killed.

U. S. Pacific Fleet Headquarters, Pearl Harbor, Feb. 19 


(AP)—Army and Marine invasion forces, speeding up%the 
breath-catching tempo of Pacific offensive, battled Japanese 
today for Eniwetok in the westernmost Marshalls while 
Americans awaited confirmation of an indicated sea-air tri- 
umph over mighty Truk. 


Firm beachheads were won Thursday at Eniwetok, last 


lifeline for bypassed Nipponese garrisons throughout the 
Marshalls, while guns of battleships thundered a protective 
barrage and carriers supplied air cover. The assault forces 
then moved in "strength against enemy pillbox defenses al- 
ready battered by repeated plane attacks. 


Sees Victory At Truk 


Only the day before at Truk, 750 miles southwest of Eni- 


wetok, an American sea armada sent hundreds of bombing 
planes to open the first attack of the war on enemy fleet con- 
centrations in the heavily fortified lagoon. Although radio 
silence since has shrouded the perhaps prolonged action, Navy 
Secretary Frank Rnox said confidently in Washington "I 
think this attack was a victory." 


As at Kwajalein, invasion forces moved far in back of 


many other fortified Marshalls bases when they struck Thurs- 
day at Eniwetok. The 21-by-17 mile atoll, 400 miles northwest 
of Kwajalein, has at least one and possibly two or three air- 
fields and several seaplane bases scattered among its 30 islets 
as well as deep lagoon anchorages. 


"The capture of Eniwetok atoll has been undertaken by 


forces of the Pacific ocean areas," Adm. Chester W. Nimitz 
announced in the first disclosure of the new operation. 


Those attacking forces included 22nd Marines and ele- 


ments of the 106th Army Infantry. 


"Troops went ashore under the cover of battleship gun- 


fire and with the close support of low flying naval aircraft,"' 
Admiral Nimitz said. 


Even before that, pulverizing preparatory attacks were 


delivered by carrier planes and "heavy ships of the Pacific 
fleet."

(A P )— Army and Marine invasion forces, speeding up %the 
breath-catching tempo of Pacific offensive, battled Japanese 
today for Eniwetok in the westernmost Marshalls while 
Americans awaited confirmation of an indicated sea-air tri­ 
umph over mighty Truk. 
Firm beachheads were won Thursday at Eniwetok, last 
lifeline for bypassed Nipponese garrisons throughout the 
Marshalls, while guns of battleships thundered a protective 
barrage and carriers supplied air cover. 
The assault forces 
then moved in strength against enemy pillbox defenses al­ 
ready battered by repeated plane attacks. 
Secs Victory At Truk 
Only the day before at Truk, 750 miles southwest of Eni­ 
wetok, an American sea armada sent hundreds of bombing 
planes to open the first attack of the war on enemy fleet con­ 
centrations in the heavily fortified lagoon. 
Although radio 
silence since has shrouded the perhaps prolonged action, Navy 
Secretary Frank Knox said confidently in Washington “ I 
think this attack was a victory.” 
As at Kwajalein, invasion forces moved far in back of 
many other fortified Marshalls bases when they struck Thurs­ 
day at Eniwetok. The 21-by-17 mile atoll, 400 miles northwest 
of Kwajalein, has at least one and possibly tw*o or three air­ 
fields and several seaplane bases scattered among its OO islets 
as well as deep lagoon anchorages. 
“The capture of Eniwetok atoll has been undertaken by 
forces of the Pacific ocean areas,” Adm. Chester W. Nimitz 
announced in the first disclosure of the new operation. 
Those attacking forces included 22nd Marines and ele­ 
ments of the 106th Army Infantry. 
“Troops went ashore under the cover of battleship gun­ 
fire and with the close support of low flying naval aircraft,” 
Admiral Nimitz said. 
Even before that, pulverizing preparatory attacks were 
delivered by carrier planes and “heavy ships of the Pacific 
fleet.”

Details are lacking at this 
writing, but if our airmen were 
able to unload great cargoes of 
bombs on this stronghold, the prob- 
abilities are that we have indeed 
achieved a notable success. 


Truk is more than a Naval head- 


quarters. It's the mother base for 
supplies and major repair work for 
the whole southwest Pacific. Thus 
we were gunning not only for war- 
ships but to destroy supplies and 
neutralize the efficiency of this vast 
center. 


Of course it's to be hoped that 


we sent a lot of warships to the 
bottom, but we are out to render 
the base impotent. That will remove 
the chief remaining barrier to Tokyo 
and the Philippines.

Jap Heel Waiting 
Tokyo yesterday apologized be­ 
cause its fleet hadn t answered Ad­ 
miral Nimitz’s challenge, and come 
out to fight.

said the Mikado’s Navy was “bid­ 
ing its time until the very end’’ and 
looking “for the golden opportunity

The 
spokesman might have been more 
accurate if he had said that the 
Japs were afraid to risk their ships 
now because tliey realized they were 
going to have to defend the mother­ 
land at close quarters before long. 
Capture of Eniwetok will greatly 
hasten the neutralization of Truk. 
Eniwetok is only about 750 miles 
northeast of the big N*aval base, 
and has facilities for airfields, so

Possession of Eniwetok 
also would help neutralize other is­ 
land bases by severing their supply 
lines.

CUT BY ARMY 


By JACKSON S. ELLIOTT 


Washington, Feb. 19 (AP)—Many 


of the nation's colleges and univer- 
sities today faced crippling finan- 
cial losses and drastic cuts in stu- 
dent enrollment as a result of the 
Army's decision to drop most? of its 
specialized training program. 


Some schools, already struggling 


with reduced Incomes because of the 
military induction of students, fore- 
saw further serious enrollment drop- 
.ofts, in some cases as much as two- 
thirds. 


Others, devoted mainly to advanc- 


ed courses in medicine, dentistry 
and engineering—specialties to t>e 
retained in the training set-up—ex- 
pected to be little affected. 


The Army order directed the vir- 


tual abandonment of its college 
training program by April l, with 
the exception of a, limited number of 
advanced technical soldier-students. 
The .withdrawal, said the Army, is 
necessary because it-is still 200,000 
men short of the goal it should 
have reached two months ago. 


Approximately 145,000 men are 


now assigned to the ASTP—Army 
Special training program. 
About 


110~,000 .will be withdrawn by April, 
while 35,000, who are taking the 
advanced medical, dental or -en- 
gineering courses, will be continued 
n the schools. Of this latter group, 
about 5,000-are pre-induction stu- 
dents.

The order affects 220 colleges and 


universities. Some of them will lose 
their entire complement of Army 
students.

this notion. In the days when the 
choke was manual, and thus the 
extent of its use visible, we knew 
how many miles we had to drive 
with a cold engine before the choke 
would be opened fully. But with 
automatics we start right off on the 
theory that choking is all over and 
that we are justified" in getting the 
car into action. It is in driving the 
car when the choke is in action 
that gas mileage goes way down. 
It's much cheaper to choke for 
idling than for engine speed required 
to keep the car rolling. 


If you are without a feeler gauge 


it is temporarily all right to set 
spark plug points on most engines 
to the thickness of a thin dime. 


The safest way to lubricate gen- 


erator or sta'rter motor bearings is 
with an eye dropper. Just a few 
drops are all that's necessary. Too 
much oil here will cause trouble. 


So long as oil stays clean, as 


judged by samples of it on the dip 
stick, the oil filter's cartridge still 
isn't filled to the limit. 


How Do You Say It? 


You may not have realized it but, 


according to John P. Opdycke whose 
book "Don't Say It" is helping to 
keep us straight on our mother 
tongue, "automobile" is one of the 
20 most frequently mispronounced 
words. Apparently you are on safe 
ground calling your buy bus an "awe 
to mo beel", an "awe to moe' bill" 
or an "awe to moe' beel." Even 
"awe' to mo beel" has its adherents. 
Opdycke says this represents capitu- 
lation to the indeterminate state of 
mind of the man in the street." 


At the turn of the century people 


were advised to call the new con- 
traption an "autocar," but it has 
remained for one truck maker in the 
United States to follow the sug- 
gestion. Autocar and motorcar are 


quite general in England. Over here 
we seem to prefer the longer desig- 
nation. Does anybody know-why? 


Always An Answer 


Recently a reader came to me with 


a problem that had him licked. His 
car continually developed a toe-in- 
wear on the right front tire, in spite 
of the fact that he was careful to 
have caster, camber, toe-in and 
turning angle checked to factory 
specifications. He also made some 
replacements of steering assembly 
parts, adding ne;v bushings for t!:e 
front shock absorbers. 


I went into-a huddle with several 


alignment men on this and we came 
to the conclusion that this was one 
of those lesser known cases of bad 
tracking. The knee assembly was 
back a little. And there was an- 
other possibility in the fact that 
checking was made when the car 
wasn't loaded. Toe-in will change 
when the car is loaded. 


Your car's lights are a handy clue 


to the efficiency of battery, •wiring 
and connections, so make an oc- 
casional check to see if all is well 
or otherwise. Suppose the lights go 
out when you step on .the starter- 
motor button. 
This indicates a 


poor connection at the battery or 
a poor ground. Where lights stay 
bright, but the starter-motor fails 
to act you should look for an open 
circuit, in the starter-motor or in 
its switch control. Mere dimming of 
lights while the starter-motor op- 
erates may mean that the battery 
is weak, but can also indicate that 
the oil is too heavy or too stiffened 
with cold, or that there are broken 


strands in the cable to the starter- 
against an enemy from airplane 
motor from the battery. 


Choosing The Place 


Your own garage may be a handy 


place for doing odd jobs around the 
car but it may not be the most 
logical one if there is any possibility 
that you may end up by needing 
parts or help. This is true of such 
simple things as emptying the fuel 
filter bowl. Many motorists have 
discovered that a new gasket was 
needed and that upon replacing the 
bowl there was too much leakage to 
risk driving the car. Had the work 
been done at the filling station or 
public garage the situation would 
have been very different. It's my 
belief that it pays to schedule a job 
or two each time you stop off for 
gas, even if you do part of the work 
yourself. 


Checks On Thermostat 


One of the things the war will give 


to the automobile industry is a 
flock of new types of self-locking 
nuts to insure against having parts 
shake loose from hard service or 
vibration. These are widely used 
on planes and have innumerable 
uses on cars. One locks itself be- 
cause of a plastic collar. It also seals 
the nut so that threads cannot 
rust, thus aiding in easy removal 
•when a wrench is applied. Other 
self-locking nuts 
do their stuff 


through wedging action or by buck- 
ling a special washer. One in parti- 
cular holds firmly with a minimum 
of turning and is, significantly, 
known as a "speed nut." 


One way to check on the action 


of the motor thermostat is to run 
the engine long enough to force the 
thermostat valve open and .then 
stick your finger into the water at 
the top of the radiator. If the 
water does not feel hot the Indica- 
tions are that the thermostat has 
not opened up. If the valve is mere- 
ly sluggish acting it will open when 
water temperature 
around 
the 


motor block rises still higher. You 
can watch for this by observing wa- 
ter in the radiator top. and noting 
its temperature, as the engine idles. 
ucidenUlly. if the thermostat is 
tuck in the open position water in 
he radiator top will feel warm 
hortly after the engine starts, but 
will not reach 160 degrees until the 
engine has been run quite a while.

CHOOSING TG BE RICH 
One of the mc it appreciative 
essays on Thoreau, and one of the 
most understanding human analyses 
of the man. wa* given by Emerson, 
to be found In Bliss Perry’s book 
•The Heart of Emerson's Essays." 
O f Thoreau he said: “He chose to 
be rich by making his wants few, 
and supplying them himself." He 
called Thoreau the '‘bachelor of 
thought and Nature," and said, “He 
had no talent for wealth, and kneqr 
how to be poor without the least 
h int of squalor or inelegance " 
Thoreau saw wealth everywhere, 
and took it as the free gift of Nature 
though Nature’s Creator. He knew 
the names of all the plants and 
flowers and trees with which he 
came in contact. He had an affect­ 
ion for every growing thing. 
This 
was his way of choosing to be rich. 
And he was rich—very rich, and be 
distributed this wealth to all the 
world. He was beloved by the great 
of his time, and continues to be be­ 
loved for all that he taught man­ 
kind to love. 
And here is a statement that 
Thoreau once made that should 
bring peace and quietness of mind 
to many disturbed in thought. He 
said: “You can steep near a railroad, 
and never be 
disturbed: 
Nature 
knows very well what sounds are 
worth attending to, and had made , 
up her mind not to hear the rail­ 
road-whistle.

Of Hip interesting letters that 
come to my desk one seems to stand 
out this week. 
It recounts the dif­ 
ficulty a reader has In maintaining 
proper gap between the breaker 
points. 
Ho is careful to lock the 
adjustment, and uses one of the 
newer round feeler gauges to make 
sure that the gap is aeurntely cheek­ 
ed. But after a few weeks of run­ 
ning there Ls a reduction in gap. 
All parts are from the stock of the 
official service station. 
Especially 
mystifying to him is the fact th at 
hi* friends who operate similar cars 
are not experiencing tills condition. 
This was immediately diagnosed 
as evidence of excessive tension of 
the spring on the moveable point. | 
This caused excessive wear on the I 
rubbing block which, in tam, had 
the effect of cutting down clearance 
between the points. 
Let It Warm Up 
I see where truck drivers are be- I 
ing advised to let the engine warm 
up before getting under way. This is 
done not merely to spare damage to 
cold, unoiled parts of the engine but 
to increase gasoline mileage. 
Does 
th at surprise you? Were you raised 
on the idea th at spending a few* 
minutes letting the engine warm up 
means wasting gas? 
Blame the automatic choke for 
this notion. In the days when the 
choke was manual, and thus the 
extent of it* use visible, we knew 
how many miles we had to drive 
with a cold engine before the choke 
would be opened fully. 
But with 
automatics we start right off on the 
theory that choking Is all over and 
th at we are Justified in getting the 
car into action. It is in driving the 
car when Hie choke is in action 
that gas mileage goes way down. 
It’s much cheaper to choke for 
idling than for engine speed required 
to keep the car rolling. 
If you are without a feeler gauge 
it is temporarily all right to set 
spark plug points on most engines 
to the thickness of a thin dime. 
The safest way to lubricate gen­ 
erator or starter motor bearings is 
with an eye dropper. 
Just a few 
drops are all th at’s necessary. Too 
much oil here will cause trouble. 
So long as oil stays clean, as 
judged by samples of it on Hie dip 
stick, the oil filter’s cartridge still 
isn't fitted to the limit. 
How Do You Say It? 
You may not have realized it but, 
according to John P. Opdycke whose 
book “Don't Say It" is helping to 
keep us .straight on our mother 
tongue, “automobile" is one of the 
20 mast frequently mispronoimeed 
words. Apparently you are on safe 
ground calling your buy bus an “awe 
to mo bed”, an “awe to moe’ bill" 
or an “awe to moe’ beel.” 
Even 
“awe’ to mo beel” has its adherents. 
Opdycke says tills represents capitu­ 
lation to the indeterminate state of 
mind of the man in the street.” 
At the turn of the century people 
were advised to call the new con­ 
traption an “autocar,” but it has 
remained for one truck maker in the 
United States to follow the sug­ 
gestion. Autocar and motorcar are 


quite general In England. Over here 
we seem to prefer the longer desig­ 
nation, Doe* anybody know why? 
Alway* An Answer 
Recently a reader came to me with 
a problem that had him licked. His 
car rontinually developed a toe-in - 
wear on the right front tire, in spite 
of the fact th at he was careful to 
have caster, camber, toe-in and 
turning angle checked to factory 
specifications. 
He also made some 
replacements of steering assembly 
parts, adding new bushings for the 
front shock absorbers. 
I went into a huddle with several 
alignment men on this and we came 
to the conclusion th at this was one 
of those tenser known cases of bad 
tracking. 
Tho knee assembly was 
back a little. 
And there was an ­ 
other possibility in the fact that 
checking was made when the car 
wasn't loaded. 
Toe-in will change 
when the car Is loaded. 
Your car’s lights are a handy clue 
to the efficiency of battery, wiring 
and connections, so make an oc­ 
casional check to see if all is well 
or otherwise. Suppose the lights go 
out when you step on the starter- 
motor button. 
This indicates a 
poor connection at the battery or 
a poor ground. 
Where lights stay 
bright, but the starter-m otor falls 
to act you should look for an open 
circuit In the starter-m otor or in 
its switch control. Mere dimming of 
lights while the starter-motor op­ 
erates may mean that the battery 
is weak, but can also indicate that 
the oil is too heavy or too stiffened 
with cold, or th at there are broken 


strands In the cable to the starter- 
against an enemy from airplane 
motor from the battery. 
Choosing The Place 
Your own garage may be a handy 
place for doing odd jobs around the 
car but it may not be the most 
logical one if there is any possibility 
that you may end up by needing 
parts or help. This Is true of such 
simple things as emptying the fuel 
filter bowl. 
Many motorists have 
discovered th at a new gasket was 
needed and that upon replacing the 
bowl there was too much leakage to 
risk driving the car. Had tile work 
been done at the filling station or 
public garage the situation would 
have been very different. 
It’s my 
belief th at it pay* to schedule a job 
or two each time you stop off for 
gas, even if you do port of the work 
yourself. 
Cheeks On Thermostat 
One of the things the war will give 
to the automobile industry Is n 
flock of new types of self-locking 
nuts to insure against having parts 
shake loose from hard service or 
vibration. 
These are widely used 
on planes and have Innumerable 
uses on cars. 
One locks Itself be­ 
cause of a plastic collar. It also seals 
the nut so th at threads cannot 
rust, thus aiding In easy removal 
when a wrench Is applied. 
Other 
self-locking nuts 
do their stuff 
through wedging action or by buck­ 
ling a special washer. One in parti­ 
cular holds firmly with a minimum 
of turning 
and 
is, significantly, 
known as a “speed nut.” 
One way to check on the action 


of the motor thermostat Is t/> run 
the engine long enough to force the 
therm ostat valve open and then 
stick your finger Into the water at 
the top of the radiator. 
If the 
water dor* not feel hot the indica­ 
tions are that the thermostat has 
not opened up. 
If the valve Is mere­ 
ly sluggish acting it will open when 
water 
temperature 
around 
t h e 
motor block rises still higher. 
You 
can watch for this by observing wa­ 
ter in the radiator top, and noting 
its temperature, a* the engine idles. 
Incidentally, if the therm ostat is 
stuck in the open position water in 
the radiator top will feel warm 
shortly after tile engine start*, but 
will not reach 160 degrees until the 
engine has been run quite a while. 
What'* On Your Mind? 
Q. We are getting poor gas mile­ 
age from the family car. It’s down 
to 8 miles per gallon now. which I* 
pretty bad for a six cylinder job 
New point* have been installed and 
the carburetor was overhauled.

FDR IS READY 
TO EVOKE NEW 
POST-WAR PLAN 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


Washington, Feb. 19 (AP)—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt today was reported 
on the verge of ordering into effect 
some of the major recommendations 
contained in a newly-devised master 
blueprint for swinging 
America's 


"arsenal of democracy" back into 
peacetime production. 


Publication of the 10.000-word 


document; constituting in effect a 
strategy for economic victory on 
the postwar homefront, apparently 
signaled the beginning of a new 
era for government, business, and 
workers—an era in which continuing 
production for war will be meshed 
increasingly from now on into re- 
stored production for peace. 


The expressed aim of the program, 


drawn up by Bernard M. Baruch 
and John M. Hancock, White House 
advisers and veterans of industrial 
mobilization in both world wars, is 
to avoid economic chaos in the pe- 
riod of readjustment from war to 
peace and to create instead an "ad- 
venture in prosperity."
